General. 


CHAPTER I. 


Bundi is a Native State in Rajputana and is comprised in the charge of 
the Political Agent, Haraoti and Tonk. It covers an area of 2220 Square miles 

with a population of 1,71,22 7 souls according to the census of 1901 (males 88791 
find females 82496.)

<J. c. 1. e., k . c. s. 1., born in the year 1869, is the ruler of the State and the 
acknowledged head of the Hara Rajputs, a Sept of the great Oh oh an race.

His Highness has a natural Son ; -born on the 21st April 1909 whose 
name is Kunwar Bhawaniainghji. 


Gross Revenue. 

3. The gross revenue of the State based 03 an average of the past five 
years shewn below is Rupees 7,69,718 local currency which if converted into 

Haidars at the rate of 115 Bundi lupees equal to 100 Kaldars is equivalent to 
6,69,320 ‘Government coin. 

The rate of exchange being always subject to fluctuations it is difficult 

to anive at a correct estimate of the gross revenue in Kaldar or Government 
currency.

7. In response to an invitation 'from the Commanding Officer of the 
42nd Deoli Regiment, His Highness went to Deoli on the morning of the 12th 
February 1909 to participate there -in the Jubilee celebrations of that Regiment, 
returning 'to Bundi the same evening. 

'8. On the occasion of the late Moon-Eclipse, His Highness, with a view 
to pay respects to God Keslioraiji at Patan and to bathe in the Cliumbal river, 
went there on the 21th May 1909 and- after a stay of over a week returned to 
Bundi on the 4th June 1909. 

"While there'His Highness observed religious ceremonies according to the 
Hhastras and fed Brahmans and distributed alms to the poor and the needy. 

9. His Highness again went to Nainwa on the 24th June 1909 and 
is still residing there, visiting from there adjacent villages from time to time and 
.ordering various measures for improvement. 

10. His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur of Bickaneer arrived 
here on the 4th February 1909 and went back on the 24th idem, thus making 
a stay of 21 days at the capital and in the district during which period His 
Highness bagged tigers besides smaller games.

Jl. For administrative purposes the state has ' been divided into 5 
Nisamats, each presided over by an officer called Nazim who is assisted in the 
discharge of his duties by a Naib Nazim and other clerical staff. 

22 . During the year under report there has been no land revenue 
settlement and the rates of assessment fixed in 1878 remain what they are.

• 23. With a- view to extending cultivation and bringing cultureable waste 
under cultivation, circulars from time to time are being issued from the Revenue 
Department granting concessions to those who take up new land and sink new 
wells or repair old ones -and as a result thereof about 20,000 bighas new land has 
been taken up during the year under report.

The Military force maintained is employed in furnishing escorts, Guards 
of honour in state processions and for other military purposes as necessity arises. 

26. The infantary are armed with smooth-bore Muzzle loading muskets 
and Bayonets, the cavalry with smooth-bore Muzzle loading Carbines, Swords 
and Lances and the artillery men with Swords. 

Police. 

27. Lala Raghubar Dayal held office as Police Superintendent till the 
2nd November 1908 when he was replaced by Yazir Mohammad who continued 
to work in that capacity till the end of the year. 

28. The Police are divided into two main bodies, the city Police and the 
District Police and their functions remained the same as in past years. 
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29. In order to ensure greater efficiency and better descipline, the city 
Police has this year been placed under the control of the city Kotwal and the 
amalgamated force of the eity Police and the Kotwali has worked with better 
results during the year under report. 

30. The city Police keeps a watch over bad characters and maintains 
order in the city while the District Police, which for the purpose of Police 
administration has been divided into 14 Thanas is, responsible for guarding 
communications, affording protection to travellers and keeping peace and order 
in the Mofussil. 

31. Appendix IV showing strength, cost and dieipline and education of 
the District and city Police maintained by the state during the year under 
report is herewith attached. 

32. The ratio of Police to area & population of the State comes to one 
Polieman for 3*90 Square miles and for 307-96 persons.

CHAPTER TV. 

Rainfall, Weather & Crops. 

; - 43. Tkeuhdnsoon of sumvat- 1965 broke in early and tie .rainfall was 
phenorninal. It beat all previous known records of the State and was registered 
58 inches and 19 cents vide Appendix XVII attached herewith. 

44. Since its commencement in the first week of July 1908 there was 
but little break till the 5th of September 1998, thereby retarding operations of 
weeding and sowing of the Kharif harvest to a great extent and to this very 
fact may be attributed poor produce’ of the ICharif harvest. V But sufficient 
moisture having been left in the soil and tanks and wells being full of water’ 
consequent on the exceptionally heavy rainfall, the Rabi. sowings were' done on a', 
large scale and thus the shortage of. Kharif. was to- some j, extent compensated 
by the extended sowings of the Rabi the outturn of which ^yas good. . .

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50. The areas of grass in the State are sufficient to meet local require- 
ments, hence no measures were considered necessary to be taken to extend the 
existing ones. Of course instructions are issued to all concerned from time to 
time urging upon them the advisability of storing surplus fodder and grass as a 
safeguard against years of famine aud scarcity and it is a matter of satisfaction 
to note that these instructions are being acted upon. 

Trade and Manufacture, 

51. Though the year under notice was a good one but it was not so 
from the commercial point of view, as the crop of cotton which forms the back 
hone of the export, trade of the State was damaged by the incessant and 
continuous rainfall of the year. This coupled with the fact that Sumvat 1965 
was not a propitious year for matrimonial connections from the religious point 
-of vie w and which in consequence was conspicuous by the total absence of any 
marriage celebrations among Hindus which form bulk of the population of the 
State, the import and export trade naturally fell, resulting in drop of revenue. -
